The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  further  discussion  on  the 
article  and  School  Board  member,  Edward  Poulin,  asked  Mr. 
Perley  Davis,  Business  Administrator  to  explain  the  new  (Augen- 
blick  Plan  Funds)  formula.  He  explained  this  money  would  be 
combining  foundation  aid,  basic  aid  and  sweepstakes  monies  all 
into  one  and  would  be  called  Foundation  Aid.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


We  were  all  saddened  on  the  tragic  event  this  past  January  that 
claimed  the  lives  of  seven  astronauts.  Christa  McAuliffe,  who 
was  to  become  the  first  Teacher-In-Space  astronaut,  became  a 
student  again  --  she  met  a  difficult  challenge,  she  learned  and 
she  exemplified  what  it  means  for  one  always  to  be  open  to 
learning  and  to  teaching.  She  has  indeed  left  a  lasting  trib- 
ute to  teaching  by  bringing  national  recognition  to  teachers 
everywhere  on  their  dedication  to  the  teaching  profession  and 
instilling  in  students  the  motivation  to  "reach  for  the  stars". 

Meeting  the  educational  goals  of  our  public  schools  and  pro- 
viding a  sound  and  realistic  educational  system  is  an  ever 
present  challenge  that  must  be  addressed  and  met.

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COORDINATOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES  REPORT 

As  a  result  of  the  on-site  evaluation  conducted  by  the  State 
Department,  special  education  services  within  S  A  U  #7  received 
five-year  certification.  The  commendations  expressed  by  the  on- 
site  team  clearly  reflected  the  commitment  to  special  education 
on  the  part  of  staff,  administration,  parents  and  voters.  As  a 
result  of  this  commitment,  programs,  services  and  student  pro- 
gress have  improved  significantly  while  every   effort  was  made 
to  keep  costs  at  a  minimum. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place.  There  is  now  a  full-time 
associate  school  psychologist  employed  by  S  A  U  #7.  Her  job  is 
to  do  both  testing  and  counseling  for  Colebrook,  Pittsburg,  and 
Stewartstown  Schools.  The  speech  services  have  improved  as  well. 
Colebrook  has  a  speech  therapist  three  days  a  week,  as  does 
Pittsburg.  Stewartstown  has  a  qualified  aide  who  works  directly 
with  the  speech  therapist  to  provide  services  two  days  a  week. 
Pittsburg  now  has  two  special  education  classrooms.  One  which 
is  for  students  requiring  special  education  fifty  percent  or 
more  of  the  day  and  the  other  for  students  who  need  services 
less  than  fifty  percent  of  the  day.  Colebrook  has  added  a  self- 
contained  classroom  for  grades  one  through  five  and,  by  doing  so, 
has  been  able  to  bring  two  out-of  district  placements  back  to 
their  local  school . 

There  are  approximately  one  hundred  students  in  S  A  U  #7  who 
are  receiving  special  services.  Of  these,  only  four  are  in 
out-of-district  placements,  while  the  rest  receive  services 
within  their  local  school  districts.  The  services  these  stu- 
dents might  receive  include:  time  in  the  special  education 
classroom,  speech,  counseling,  transportation,  occupational 
therapy,  physical  therapy,  consultation  for  vision  and/or  hear- 
ing, as  well  as  others. 

Now  that  the  special  education  programs  are  within  compliance  of 
Federal  and  State  mandates,  there  will  hopefully  be  time  avail- 
able to  develop  long-range  plans  which  will  provide  the  best 
services  possible  which  insuring  that  that  which  is  being  pro- 
vided is  cost-effective.

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GUIDANCE   COUNSELOR'S  REPORT 

Although  the  Colebrook  Academy  Guidance  Department  has  experi- 
enced some  turnover  during  the  past  few  years,   it  appears  that 
the  1984-85  school   year  was  a  solid  and  successful   one.     Because 
I  was  not  here  for  the  1984-85  school  year,  a  substantial    part 
of  this  report  was  furnished  by  Mr.    Linwood  Purrington  as  follows 

Members  of  the  Class  of  1985  by  now  are  off  to  new  chal- 
lenges with  thirteen  headed  for  four  year  college  programs 
(including  a  Naval   Academy  appointment)  and  one  of  our  Seniors 
received  a  four-year  engineering  scholarship  provided  by  the 
Navy  ROTC. 

Twelve  of  last  year's  seniors  were  accepted  by  two  year 
technical/occupational   oriented  schools.     Three  enlisted  in  the 
military  and  the  remaining  nineteen  went  out  to  sample  the  World 
of  Work.     This  is  about  average  for  CA  in  terms  of  numbers,   but 
might  be  rated  exceptional    in  terms  of  the  quality  of  education 
the  college  bound  youngsters  have  opportunity  to  receive. 

By  the  end  of  the  school   year,  we  were  well    into  incorpor- 
ating most  of  the  newly  mandated  state  requirements,  except  may- 
be Physical    Education.      To   refresh  memories,   1986,  87,   &  88 
grads  will    need  a  credit  more  than  those  of   '85,  and  the  Class 
of  1989  will    need  a  total   of  19  3/4  credits.     As  you  might  ex- 
pect,  part  of  the  increase  involves  new  mandatory  courses  all 
students  must  take  regardless  of  the  academic  track  they  are 
pursuing.     Most  of  these  courses  are   "in-place"  and  available, 
offered  on  an  elective  basis  to  some  students,  and  as  mandatory 
classes  for  others,    (Class  of   '89  and  beyond). 

As   is  common,  we  administered  the  Preliminary  Scholastic 
Aptitude/National    Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test   (PSAT/NMSQT) 
and,  with  help  from  the  military,   the  Armed  Forces  Vocational 
Aptitude  Battery   (AFVAB),   both  with  good  results.     We  also  pro- 
vided for  mental   ability  testing  in  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  and  achievement  tests  for  Mrs.   Maclean's  students  ana  the 
Academy,  grades  9-12. 

In  a  final    paragraph,    I  appeal   to  parents  to  spend  an  hour 
--or  two,  or  five,  or  twenty--whatever  it  takes--to  discuss  next 
year's  course  selection  and  your  child's  future.     Believe  me, 
folks,   the  time  is  worth  it.     These  are  some  of  the  most  import- 
ant decisions  you'll   ever  help  your  children  make.     Four  worth- 
while tracks  of  study  are  offered  at  the  Academy  and  taking   "a 
little  of  this  and  a  little  of  that"  usually  boils  down  to 
"copping  out".     Be  tough— don't  let  that  happen  to  your  child. 
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Junior  high,  even  sixth  grade,   is  not  too  early  to  begin  to  dis- 
cuss future  schooling  and  a  life's  career  with  your  daughter  or 
son.     Obviously,   important  decisions  are  destined  to  become  a 
challenge  for  you  much  sooner  if  you  start  looking  at  potential 
and  various  possibilities  early  --  and  that's  healthy.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

School  nursing  originated  in  England  in  the  1890's.  It  took 
root  in  the  United  States  in  the  early  1900's  and  was  well  es- 
tablished by  the  1920's.  Today,  the  school  nurse  is  the  staff 
member  responsible  for  protecting  and  promoting  the  health  of 
all  students.  The  goal  of  the  school  nurse  is  to  maximize  each 
child's  potential  to  learn  and  to  grow  by  providing  the  best 
possible  health  care.  Our  school  program  this  year  attempted 
to  meet  this  goal  through  the  use  of  screening  programs,  physi- 
cal examinations,  assistance  from  state  and  community  agencies, 
immunization  clinics  and  parental  support. 

Dr.  Marjorie  Parsons  again  provided  professional  medical  care 
as  our  school  physician  and  Mary  Sasser,  family  nurse  practi- 
tioner, assisted  her. 

We  expanded  our  school  health  program  this  year  to  include 
Family  Life  Education,  which  was  taught  by  Valerie  Herres ,  from 
our  local  Family  Planning  Clinic.  This  program  was  made  possi- 
ble through  community  effort  and  was  taught  to  the  eighth  and 
tenth  grades. 

Our  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  clinic  for  children  ages  four 
through  six  was  a  huge  success  this  year  with  approximately  150 
children  screened.  We  were  able  to  identify  and  correct  many 
existing  conditions.  This  clinic  would  not  be  possible  without 
the  help  of  the  high  school  students  at  the  Academy.  Not  only 
do  they  do  the  posters  and  all  the  mailings,  but  they  also  do 
the  actual  screening;  and  this  year  provided  the  goodies  to  eat. 
We  certainly  have  some  great  kids  here  in  Colebrook  and  I  would 
like  to  express  my  thanks  to  them. 

I  would  like  to  remind  the  parents  that  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Law  RSA  541 :A,  regarding  medications  in  school  requires: 

1.  All  medication  must  be  in  the  original  container 
properly  labled  with  the  student's  name,  physician's 
name,  date  of  original  prescription,  name  and 
strength  of  medication,  and  the  direction  for  tak- 
ing by  the  student. 

2.  Written  statement  from  the  prescribing  physician 
detailing  the  medication  to  be  taken  including 
method,  dosage,  and  time. 

3.  Written  authorization  (request)  from  the  parent  or 
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guardian  indicating  that  the  said  medication  shall 
be  given  during  school    hours  by  the  physician's 
orders. 

Medication  really  should  not  be  taken  during  school    hours  if  it 
is  at  all    possible  to  be  taken  at  home.      If  the  above  steps  have 
not  been  followed,   the  medication  will   not  be  given  and  will    be 
returned  home  with  your  child. 

In  closing,    I  would  like  to  thank  all    those  in  the  community 
who  have  helped  me  in  anyway  this  year  and  extend  an  invitation 
to  call   or  visit  the  nurse's  office  any  time  the  need  arises.

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COLEBROOK-COLUMBIA  CHAPTER  I 

74  students  in  grades  1-5  received  Chapter  I  services.  Since 
1965  Title  I/Chapter  I  programs  based  on  locally  identified 
needs  have  been  operating  at  the  local  level  to  meet  individual 
student  needs.  Although  the  funding  is  federal  and  administra- 
tive responsibilities  rest  at  the  State  Department  of  Education 
the  actual  program  design  and  management  is  local. 

Local,  state  and  national  evaluations  have  verified  the  progress 
the  students  have  made. 

Past  program  improvement  efforts  in  Colebrook  have  stressed  the 
need  to  focus  emphasis  on  helping  children  avoid  failure  in 
reading  rather  than  wait  to  provide  remedial  services  for  those 
who  have  already  experienced  failure.  For  this  reason  the  major 
thrust  of  the  present  Chapter  I  project  is  aimed  at  identifying 
children  in  grades  1-3  who  will  most  likely  need  an  individual- 
ized approach  to  reading  to  become  successful. 

A  six-week  preschool  program  has  also  become  a  priority  need  and 
is  conducted  each  spring. 

This  year  an  effective  educational  reading  practice  implemented 
in  the  Colebrook  Chapter  I  classroom  was  selected  to  be  published 
in  a  book  that  will  be  used  in  training  staff  throughout  Maine, 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone  who  made 
the  effort  to  show  how  much  they  cared  about  Chapter  I  reading 
and  gave  me  the  courage  to  submit  this  innovative  teaching 
technique. 

Without  you,  neither  student  success  nor  this  Chapter  I  program 
would  be  possible.  Through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  school, 
parents  and  the  community  this  program  will  become  even  more 
effective.
